where a tired clay product may be properly specified. Our product is hand wrought by proa 
developed in our own factory. The bod) is an encaustic, non-vitreous material; the color 

is a mineral slip fired into the surface at high temperatures in such way that it becomes an 
integral part oi the body, presenting a surface texture free from gloss and with the mottli 
surface characteristic of Batchelder Tiles. It will be found that there are slight variations 
of shape and size. These variations are not sought; they are inevitable and desirable in a 
hand made tile. 

\\ \ I C I 1 1 I.DkU is the trade name under which all our material is produced. It is stamped 
into plain tiles in si/es above }\ ;, and into figure tiles, corbels, borders, etc. 

COLOR is difficult to describe in terms of language. The color plates of this catalog furnish 
an excellent idea of both color and texture. The surface of the material presents color schemes 
luminous and mellow in character, somewhat akin to the quality of a piece of old tapestry. 
Textures are pleasing to the hand as well as to the eye, free from disagreeable high lights. A 
single sample conveys no adequate idea of the effect produced by a completed project. 

FIGl KK PILES, panels, mouldings, corbels, etc., when used in combination with our plain 
material, offer opportunities for enrichment and for a concentration of interest. Our stock, 
as may be seen from an examination of the catalog, is extensive, embracing a wide choice of 
subjects. 

\ FIREPLACE, in a peculiarly intimate sense, is the center <>t the home. It is the focal point 
in any scheme of decoration. In proportion, form, and color it demands thoughtful considera- 
tion. I nder separate cover we publish a MANTEL CATALOG showing many types of 

mantels. These are designed from stock materials and suggest only a feu of the possible adap- 
tations. They present designs varying widely m size, cost and appearance. Our drafting 
room otters a further service in the designing of special mantels to fit individual requirements. 

A PAN EMENT in our material .has the subtle quality of an Oriental rug. Our pavements 

of tvso kinds: l BATCHELDER PAVERS, a high tired product with a very tough, 

compact body. Although semi-vitreous m character it has a non-slip surface. The color is 
uniform throughout the body, assuring a wearing surface that will remain the same however 
Severe the conditions of use ma\ be. Pavers are made in two ranges of color, running through 
the rv<\ tones i Page H ) and through the grey tones I Page a). They are made in I le\ 4" standard 
M/e only, with long and short halves; also, 4x4 standard square with 2x4 and 2\2. The Paver 
Body is used for stair treads, counter foot rests, thresholds, and other places W here unusual 
wearing qualities are necessary. 2 BATCHELDER TILE PAVEMENTS are unique in 
design and color. This material is appropriate for residence work. The edges of the tiles are 
finished square, instead of the usual rounded cd^c, to permit of pointing t<> a Hush surface. 
In the size, shape and color of the units employed, the designer will find unlimited possibilities 
I Kperience leads us to recommend the 4x4 units as an interesting working basis for general 
use. For bath* room work we believe the 3x3 units are particularly appropriate.

PRICES are always quoted F. O. B. factory and are subject to ad ^Xl^T^ 
tainers at 5. .00 for barrels and coc for boxes. Our material, (except Batchelder I en a Cotta) 
s sold through the tile trad, only, to dealers who employ competent , tile setters. We are g ad 
always to cooperate with architect or owner in the preparation of designs but orders placed 
direc't with the factory will be shipped through our nearest representative. Our I erra Cotta 
material is quoted and shipped in accordance with custom in that industry.. 

TILE SETTING demands intelligent workmanship. Complete instructions for the installa- 
tion of our material and its after treatment are sent with every shipment. The following 
excerpts from rhe instruction sheet should be matters of general knowledge. 

SOAKING: Preliminary to setting, the tiles should be soaked for at least one-half hour in 
clean water. Wet thoroughly the rough brick or concrete base and prepare the bed with rich 
mortar. Butter the back of each tile with a thin coat of cement before placing it m position. 
Leave the joints open. The pointing should be left until the setting is completed. 

POINTING: Pointing should be fiat and smooth, just far enough back from the face 0, 
the tiles to fully expose the rounded edge. Pavements should be pointed flush with the tile 
face. Pointing'should be done with a flat tool. Mortar should NOT be smeared over the tile 
face and wiped off? this process leaves an undesirable scum on the surface and tills the figure 
tiles with cement which can never be properly cleaned out. 

COLOR OF POINTING: Mortar for pointing should be toned to a warm neutral color, 
generally lighter than the tile body. Dry colors vary in strength but for average conditions 
the following "mixture is recommended: One four-gallon bucket clean sharp sand, one bucket 
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well slacked lime putty, three pounds dry medium yellow ochre, one quarter pound d\\ RAW 
umber. Mix with clear water to proper consistency and add about one part Portland cement 
;r parts ot mortar as used. If hvdrated lime is used, it should be soaked several days be- 
fore being added. 

(II WING: On completion .of the work, carefully remove all mortar from the material. 
Muriatic acid may be used if desired, about one part acid to six or more water. Results are 
better when applied with a rag than when merely brushed on to the surface. Surface should 
rinaHy washed with clear water to remove any surplus acid. 

OILING: When the work is dry, apply RAW linseed oil to the entire surface, immediate!) 
rubbing dry with cotton waste. \h\ KR use boiled oil or any gummy preparation. Keep 
figure tiles free from oil and dirt. Attention to details of setting will produce beautiful 
results. Slovenly methods of setting, pointing, or finishing will bring disaster to an\ 
i. After the tiles have been installed a white alkaline substance may appear on the sur- 
face of both tiles and joints. A further application of oil will eliminate this effect. 

FINISHING: The application of a coat of ordinary uncolored floor wax thinned with tur- 
pentine is desirable but not necessary. The wax should be applied and rubbed dry immediately 
with cotton waste. Do not polish. This surface will be dust proof. It also harmonizes with 

finely polished woods. 

STANDARD SIZES of our material as expressed for convenience throughout this catalog and 
price list, differ slightly from actual sizes.

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All dimensions given in this catalog and price list are to be considered as stated in terms of 
standard sizes, excepting in certain instances where it is desirable to indicate actual si/es. 
In such instances the symbols for foot (') and inch (") are added to the dimension. For example, 
on Page 17 the actual or net size of Fireback No. 24] is shown as 21 * /'\2~"\i". On Page 1 
the standard size of insert No. 7 is 9x9. To prevent misunderstanding the symbol ( s ) is 
frequently used in the price list to indicate standard size. For example, a dimension may be 
referred to as 6 s , meaning our standard length rather than the actual length. 

An extended explanation concerning the departure from the actual or net size is unnecessary 
except tf) say that the standard sizes we have adopted are the result of experience extending 

over a period of several vears in determining an appropriate proportion between the tile units 

and the mortar joints. I land made tiles with their slight variations ot shape and size require wider 
joints than do machine made tiles with straight and uniform edges. We have sought to keep 
our standard units as near the actual net sizes as possible so that the tiles plus the joints in 
a setting out scheme shall closely approximate the multiple of even foot dimensions. The re- 
sult is a compromise in which there is no practical disadvantage in designing with our material. 
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In application the setting dimensions as shown on our blue prints are to centers of joints. If 
these dimensions are followed neither the tile size nor the mortar joint need occasion any serious 
trouble, because these factors will adjust themselves automatically. 

Below is a setting out scale which shows actual dimensions to centers of joints with the use 
of various sizes of standard tile units. The articulation of the •different standard sizes is 
apparent. It will be noted from the scale that in order to obtain an appropriate Width of 
joint in the setting of standard sizes, eight 6x6 tiles or six 8x8 tiles set to an actual dimension of 
4' 1" on centers of joints. »

This leaves a half joint outside of the tile face, permitting the woodwork to be scribed against 
the smooth joint rather than against the irregular face of the tile.

Exterior work 
will generally allow a wider iation than interior work where closer inspection is invited. 
E> ,r panels filled with "Medley" colors are particularlj effective. 

There ar my advantages in combinations ol colors; the play of color from unit to unit is in 
elf interesting; in a fireplace, such schemes will bring int.. harmon) the different features whi< h

DIMENSIONS: As noted in the Catalog Preface (page 5), the actual dimensions of our tiles vary somewhat from 
the nominal sizes. In the Price List where no symbol is given after a dimension our "standard" is meant. Where nec- 
essary to indicate net dimension the symbols (') and (") for feet and inches are used. For additional clearness the sym- 
bol (•) is used in many cases to emphasize "standard." It should be clearly understood that there may be slight variations 
from the sizes given, due to the fact that such variations are inevitable in a hand-made product. 

Dimensions of figure tiles, panels, etc., are given in the order of (1) horizontal measurement, (2) vertical measure- 
ment, (3) thickness. When no third dimension is given it may be assumed that the thickness is }$". 

Dimensions of borders, mouldings and repeat units in general are given in the order of ( 1 ) running length, 
(2) width, (3) thickness or depth. In the case of out-corners and in-corners the dimensions are given as ( 1 ) running 
length, (2) width, (3) return. Lengths and returns are dimensioned on the extreme moulding edges unless otherwise 
noted. 

Measurements for thickness arc generally given as total (including the bedded portion). Extra notations are made 
where necessary to indicate net moulding projections. Corbel projections are given as net from the tile face. 

NOMENCLATURE employed is as follows: 

Out-corner and in-corner: Corners as of a cap or base moulding running around a room (see 100A and 100B). 
Border in-corner: A corner as of a frame around a panel or opening; an in-vertical corner (see 100C). 
Border out-corner: A corner turning opposite to a border in-corner; an out-vertical corner (see 100D)*. 
Pace return: An out-corner returning the normal depth of moulding (see 100E). 
Stop: An out-corncr returning against facia member (see 100F)

SHELF SCHEDULE 

Profiles of the various shelves are shown on page 59 of the Catalog 



Shelves are regularly made in 12 s xl2» slabs, both for straight run units and corners. Shelf slabs may, however, 
be ordered in all lengths and widths up to the maximum of 12*xl2». In the case of shelf 367 the maximum unit length 
of the straight run unit is 16". 

Corners are designated by adding "C" to the design number. Corners with unequal dimensions are made right and 
left. 

Dimensions are always given to the extreme edge of moulding. For straight run units the dimensions are under- 
stood as running length by width. For corner pieces the dimensions are face length by return. 

In ordering it is necessary to state clearly whether the dimension given is the actual over-all length of the shelf 
itself, or the width of the mantel for which it is to be used. 

Where over-all length, only, is given the order will be filled with 12x12 intermediate units with corner pieces of 
proper face length to make up the total. Where width or return is not given, 12 s will always be understood. Where 
shelves are over 12' wide, the extra width will be made up with plain fillers 1" thick. 

The moulding projections given in the table are actual. The overhang dimensions are the minimum that should be 
allowed from face of tile. If corbels are used the front projection of the shelf should be proportioned to accommodate 
them. 

Shelves less than 6 s width are priced as 6 8 ; from 6' to 9», as 9 8 ; and 9 s to 12«, as 12». Corner pieces of all dimensions 
are priced as 12x12. 

In a few cases noted, shelf moulds are suitable for cap mouldings or nosings, and are priced for the particular depths 
given. These depths allow for %" bedding. Meximum unit lengths are 12 9 , but should generally not exceed 9». 

Data for nosing corners are given under the design numbers in the body of the Price List.
